SOVIET 
PROTEST 
TO JAPAN 


Ambassador Won't 
Leave Nanking — 


Moscow, Sept. 27. 

The Soviet Forelgn Office published 
to-night the text of a “determined 
protest” which will be delivered in 
Tokyo to-day by M. Slavutsky, 
agaln3t the Japanese bombardment 
of Nonking and the Japanese request 
for the evacuation of the Sovict 
Embassy. . 

The Soviet Note re-asserts the 
determination of the Soviet Ambas- 
sador ‘to remain in Nanking and 
warns the Japanese that “they are 
held fully resonalble for any con- 
sequences of these Hlegal acts”. 

Japanese reports from Shanghal 
that Chinese aeroplanes, masqucrad- 
ing as Japanese plancs, ore preparing 
for a special bombardment of the 
Soviet Embassy in the hope of 
involving the Sovict, are countered 
by the warning that Japan will be 
held responsible for any bombard- 
ment.—Reuter. :

SHORTAGE .OF STEEL 
“MAIN CAUSE 


, The £4,000,000 Euston rebuilding 
scheme--one of the largest construc- 
tional undertakings ever planned in 
London—is temponwrily held up. 


This is believed to be due to the 
uversincreasing shortage of certain 
essential building materials, coupled 
with a variety of extrancous causes, 


It is not likely that Mnal plans for 
ihe scheme, mooted several years ago, 
will be approved until at least the 
end of next October. The unnounce- 
ment of the scheme was made in 
Murch, 1936. ‘ 

Since that time . Jittle has been 
heard of the reconstruction, which, 
when it. takes place, will affect: the 
whole of the district surrounding the 
present terminus and will involve the 
demolition of extensive property. 

Reference’ was made recently to 
the rising cost of certain building 
muaterials—notably steel. This rise 
in costs has serlously affected all 
building undertukings jn the 
London urea. A long correspondence 
has proceeded for some time with re- 
gard to the Euston scheme with the 
contvactors for the supply of cof- 
structional steel for dhe new build- 
sling. : 

“The reconstruction plan is tem- 
porurily moribund,” said an official 
of the L.M.S. Railway Company. 
“Nothing more will be heard of it 
until some ine after the meeting of 
the Directors of the comprny next 

October. Plans have not yet been 
settled, In the meantime, we shall 
continue with work.on new carriage 
sldings, designed os.part of 
general Euston scheme,” —

Mr. Hirota (Japanese Forcign 
Minister) has cabled Intimating that 
it ts strictly a Sino-Japanese prob- 
Tem. He said that Japan was firmly 
convinced that “a just, equitable and 
practical solution” of the Sino- 
Japanese question can be found by4 
the two countries. He charged China 
with acts of provocation.

Why is it, then, that we have 
been so long getting te practical 
aircraft, lifted by rotating wings, 
which will free us-from the dan- 
gers and limitations of the mo- 
dern aeroplane? ; 

For years we have kept hear- 
ing of forthcoming: helicopters, 
but they never seemed to come to 
anything. Some fifteen years 
ugo a sensation was caused by. 
news of a wonderful helicopter 
which was being developed by 
the British Government. 


It was a deep, dark secret, and 
military guards surrounded the 
shed where it was being built. 
But the only things it ever 
raised, as far as one could dis- 
cover, were a few questions, in 
Parliament about the expense.

There is not, and never was, 
any difficulty in getting.a ma- 
chine to go straight up.

As a rule 
It is in the winter months that we 
hear complaints about open windows 
in railway trains, tramcars, &c., but 
this has been an unusually chilly 
summer, and a few of Edinburgh's 
citizens hnve ‘suddenly discovered 
that the Corporation tramcars are too 
well ventilated. They-say that they 
are suffering from all sorts of com- 
plaints from neuralgla to pneumonia 
as a result ‘of over-nbundance of 
fresh air in, our tramears, 


I wonder if those people, who are 
so susceptible, as they think, to 
draughts have ever visited a sani- 
torlum. If so, then they should 
understand why their letters sound 
so unconvincing to ex-paticnts of 
these institutions. , . 


In our sanatorla ‘the window: are 
never closed, by day or night, and 
there is no heating at all. The 
patients are exposed to draughts the 
whole year round nnd—this is the 
remarkable fact—they seldom catch 
a cold. They thrive on fresh alr. 


Their lungs are weak, yet this 
severe trentment seems to sult them. 
It fs significant that colds are 
much more prevalent amongst the 
nurses and domestic staff than the 
patients. The nurses, of course, 
have thelr own quarters, where they 
have fine warm fires and comfortable 
sitting-rooms ond bedrooms. - 


Too Much Coddling 


The lesson to be drawn from this 
secms obvious. It is that we do not 
catch cold from exposure, but from 
coddling. We may think we are dlf- 
|ferent from other people, that we 
are peculiarly susceptible to draughts, 
and what sults sanotorlum patients 
would never do for us. But that ls 
most unlikely. 

Sanatorium patients are not picked 
lives. They are Revele drawn from 
thelr health. And though at the be-

ginning of their treatment many of 
them protest against the cold ond 
draughty wards and declare that it 
will kilt them, and so on, very soon 
they become hardened like the 
others. They no longer worry about 
the open door or window, even in 
the dead of winter. A draught is no 


longer regarded ns such; it is merely | ° 


a current of fresh alr which, even if 
it fs cold, Is beneficial: - 


And yet we find some people, pre- 
sumably normally healthy people, 
complaining about {he open doors In 
our tramcars in the month of July. 
Surely the conclusion must be that 
these people are gullty of coddling 
themselves In thelr own homes. No 
one suggests that the general public 
should try to Ive under sanatorium 
conditions, but there Js no doubt that 
too little fresh air finds its way into 
our homes and offices. 


Warm In Bed 


It may not always be possible to 
have the windows of our publjc 
rooms open ns we would Sike, bu 
at lenst we could have our bedroom 
windows Wide open even in the 
culdtst of weather. 


Sanatorium patients often sleep in 
a.temperature below freezing point 
and they suffer no harm, -This docs 
not mean that we need be cold in 
bed: It Js Important that we should 
be ‘warm in bed, nnd plenty. of 
bedelothes and. n hot water bottle 
should be‘ used to ensure enough 
warmth in winter, But we must 
have plenty of alr circulating in the 
room, and for this the window must 
be open very wide, not merely a 
couple of Inches. . 

We should niso nvold overheating 
our sitting-rooms, and in every way 
resist the temptation to, coddle our- 
selves. If we hardened ourselves in 
this way we should not worry about 
a little fresh afr in a tramcar. We 
would be glad to have ‘it: >

On the other court, H. D, Rumjahn 
staged n fascinating, almost cple re- 
covery against his cousin. After los- 
ing the first two sets, he sect such a 
merry pace that he won the fourth 
and fifth scts and led three-love In 
the final round, Then followed 
Sirdar’s turn. He snatched five 
games in succession with service to 
succeed. But the grasscourt chum- 
plon wasn't aten yet. He cap- 
tured his cousin's delivery ond then 
held his own for five-all. This 
promised o perfect end to a great 
match, - But actualy. it turned out 
to be something of on anti-climax. 
Sirdar won his own service confort- 
ably, and “H. D.” suddenly wilted,

Both battles (as they truly were) 
lasted two .full hours. Both  pro- 
duced very good, very bad, and 
accastonally indifferent tennis, .

Bombing Anticipated 


Canton, Sept. 27 (8.15 am.). 

There is a possibility of consider- 
able acrial activity over Canton. dur- 
ing the next few days In view of the 
Japanese official intimation of the in- 
tention of bombing the Hankow- 
Canton Rallway. 

While it Is recognised that the 
bombing of this line is to ‘be cxpect- 
ed, since it is important from a mill- 
tary viewpoint, Its destruction would 
react scriously on forelgn residents 
in Hankow and the forelgn gunboats 
thore and-at the other points in the 
Vangtse River. Since the Yangtse Is; 
Already blocked against other than 
very shallow draft traffic, the desruc- 
tion of the Canton-Hankow line would 
practically bottle up not only the 
warships but the civilians Jn Hankow, 
and would seriously curtlal food snd 
the other supplies.

EUSTON STATION 
REBUILDING 
DELAYED 


SHORTAGE OF STEEL 
MAIN CAUSE 


The £4,000,000 Euston rebuilding 
scheme—-one of the largest construc- 
tlonal undertakings ever planned in 
London—Is temporarily held up. 


This is believed to be due to the 
ever-increasing shortage of certain 
essential building materials, coupled 
with a variety of extraneous causes, 


‘It is not likely that final plans for 
the scheme, mooted several years ago, 
will be approved until at least the 
end of next October. The announce- 
nent of the scheme was made in 
March, 1936, ‘ 

Sinco | that time little has been 
heard of the reconstruction, which, 
when it takes place, will affect the 
whole of the district surrounding the 
present terminus and will Involve the 
demolition of extensive property. 

- Reference was made recently to 
the rislnj cost of certain building 
materluls—notably steel. This rise 
In costs has serlously affected all 
major building undertakings in the 
London area. A tong correspondence 
has proceeded for some time with re- 
Rard-to-the Euston scheme with the 
contractors for the supply of con- 


‘| structlonal ‘steel for the new bulld- 


Ing. 
“The reconstruction plan is tem- 
pororily moribund,” sald an offielal 
the L.M.S. Railway Company.

"We have held a chess tournament 
in which the winterers of the Rudolf 
Island were: the winners. At the 
82nd degree northern latitude we 
watched with Ieeen interest the sound 
films ‘Storm,’ ‘Dubrovsky. Now we 
await. for the filmy 'Chapayev’ and 
Guy de Maup int’s ‘Ball of Suct.’

Millions of | birds, 
toll grass, numerous flowers, cx- 
cellent hunting. The winterers of 
Bay Tikhaya hunt) walruses and 
bears. They have already killed 21 
bears, I myself killed two of them. 

FIND NEW ISLANDS 

“We diligently work upon — elab- 
orating, the map of the Franz Joseph 
Archipelago, We have already 
photographed from the air a con- 
siderable section, We discovered 
eleven small islands which have not 
yet been marked on“the map. We 
intend to present a more exact map 
upon our return to Moscow. 

“We maintain regular radio com- 
munication with the North Pole 
station, we speak about everything— 
even trifles. Everything {s In order 
here. The winterers have to work 
very hard but they are experienced 
Arctic explorers. Despite the very 
difficult conditions they live well and 
work with meticulous precision.” 

LIFE.AT THE POLE 

Through Mazuruk, the North Pole 
party reported recently: 

“The drift of our ieefloe for the 
past: 10 days wos rather pecullor. 
We mid loop and found ourselves 
ian the ‘same phice where we were 
iweeks ago. The open water space 
running: parallel to our Sccfloe has 
been all the time free from Ice. It 
has been accompany!ny us since our 
landing. In certain places its width 
exceeds 150 feet. Papanin and Shir- 
.shov made a long trip on It in a rub- 
ber canoe and photographed the 
picturesque steep ice shores.

Bombed At 8.35 a.m. 


Canton, Sept, 27 (8.35 a.m.),

Six planes appeared over the city 
soon after the sounding of the alarm 
‘at 8.25 aan, 

Threo of the planes headed in the 
dircction of the Canton-Hankow 
rallway and it fs expected they will 
altempt to bomb It, as the Japancso 
have been threatening this measure 
for somo time, . . 

Three other planes are cirellng 
the city, and have not yet droppe 
any bombs, it Ss-believed. . 

Ne Chinese planes are yet in the 
alr, . 

Six Japanese planes have already 
been sighted, three of which were 
flying over the north-west of the city 
in the direction of the Hankolv-Can- 
ton railway. 

Anth-aireraft. suns gave the in- 
vaders a breezy reception, their 
thunder echoing throughout the city, 
althourh the shells appeared to be 
falling short of their targets.

Damage _ Still Unknown 


Canton, Sept, 27, © 

The full effects of the bombing are 
as yet unknown, but one Japanese 
pline was scen to dive low three 
times over the Wongsha  rallway 
station,, Canton-Hankow railway 
terminus, dropping three bombs, all 
of which opparently found their 
mark.

REFUGEES’ PROBLEMS 
AND COMPLAINTS 


The lot of the average refugee 
in Hongkong is not an easy one, 
and it is inevitable he. or she 
should 
While 
guests 


have some complaints. 
the majority of our 
are philosophical and 
grateful for any small favours 
the Colony has bestowed, there 
are others who have criticisms, 
many.of them justified. There 
have been instances of indigna- 
tion caused through the belief 
that landlords were profiteer- 
ing, afd more than a few of 
those who have returned to 
Shanghai have left Hongkong 
in the firm belicf that they 
have been victimised. 


If it ig true, as has been 
alleged, that some of these un- 
fortunate people were. charged 
310 a-day for quarters in 
boarding ‘houses, ordinarily oc- 
cupied by a servant, it is dis- 
tressing, and should be in- 
vestigated. But the fact is that 
many were. glad enough to sleep 
in a box room, and pay for it, 
providing they had it to them- 
selves. The question of the 
price they paid is quite another 
matter. . 


Some of them have com- 
plained of the night noises here, 
and that is a problem that is 
always with us. Since the new 
police regulations governing the 
sounding of automobile horns 
at night have been in force, the 
wailing of residents along main 
thoroughfares hus abated. But 
the district along the Kowloon 
waterfront, where -coolie’ gangs 
are working through the 
greater part of the night land- 
ing cargo .on the foreshore, is 


‘loften hideously disturbed, There 


are hundreds of refugees © and 


permanent residents, in this dis- 
trict. and the shouting crowds 
of‘men and women, who xo so 
shrilly, through the streets, 
particularly along Mody Road 
and Chatham Rend when their 
shift has ended, disturb them 
nightly. It is particularly ob- 
jectionable, this street racket, 
where there are so many rest- 
less children trying to sleep. 
As for the desire of Shanghai 
women and children to return 
to husbands and parents in the 
north, we can sympathise, but 
must urge that they continuo to 
show ‘patience. Without wish- 
ing to alarm anyone it fs only 
right to point out that hostili- 
ties in the Shanghai area appear

made practical 

who flew the first 
rotary-wing aircraft 
in Britain and almost 
lost his life in one, 
here tells how and 
why the helicopter 

_is being reborn

ANY years before 


the first aeroplane 
flew, Jules Verne 


pictured the “Clipper of the 
Clouds” which, with screws 
whirling aloft, rose straight 
from the earth, stopped still 
in the air if it wanted to, 
and, returned slowly and 
gently to the ground like a 
boat coming up to a dock. 

Yet your modern “Clippers” 
take a quarter of u mile run be- 
fore they can get into the air, re- 
turn to the ground at around 70 
miles an hour, and would go out. 
of control and crash if they got 
below speed. 

Why is it, then, that we hive 
been so long getting to practical 
aircraft, lifted by rotating wings, 
which will free us from the dan- 
gers and limitations of the mo- 
dern aeroplane? 


For years we have kept hear- 
ing of forthcoming helicopters, 
but they never seemed to come to 
anything.” Some .fifteen years 
ago @ sensation was caused by 
news of s wonderful helicopter 
which was being developed by 
the British Government. . 


It was a deep, dark secret, and 
military guards surrounded the 
shed where it was being built. 
But the only things it ever 
raised, ag far as one could dis- 
cover, were o few questions, in 
Parliament about the expense. 


Occasionally some  cumber- 
some freak“has got into the air, 
but the best that could be said 
of these was that they flew— 
they were of no use to anyone. 

However, we are-soon going to 

get practical helicopters, and this 
is why and how: 
* There is not, and never was, 
any difficulty in getting a ma- 
chine to go straight up. The 
troubles have been to keep them 
right way up when they got into 
the air, and to devise mechanism 
which was light enough and yet 
would not fly apart under the 
terrific forces built up by a mass 
of rotatiiix wings. : 

Centrifugal force turns even a 
small weight into o heayy load 


to be far from finished, and the 
danger to the Settlement con- 
sequently cannot be considered 
past.

Then there was the weight of 
the driving © mechanisnr and 
clumsy controls. Again, the en- 
gine which spun the wings one- 
way naturally tried to spin the 
body the other way. So, to cut 
8 long story short, it was decid- 
ed that the line of least resist- 
ance to practical flying was the 
fixed-wing acroplane, which did 
not have these problema, and the 
helicopter was left to the “crazy 
inventor.” 


Then suddenly came the gyro- 
Plane, pioneered by the “Auto- 
giro” of Juan de la Cierva. I 
first flew this in England in 1926. 
It caused a sensation, for most 
experts thought the rotating 
wing was a beautiful but dead 
idea, 

It was not a helicopter; the 
Wings were not turned by the en- 
gine, they rotated under. air- 
pressure as the machine was 
pulled through the air by a pro- 
pellor like an ordinary aeroplane, 

So it could not climb vertical- 
ly, nor could it stand: still in the 
uir. It had to keep moving, but 
it could not stall, sideslip or spin.

THE FRESH 


ONCE again the fvesh alr contro- 
versy has broken out. Asa rule 
it Is in the winter months that we 
hear complaints about open windows 
in rallway trains, tramears, &c., but 
this has been an unusually chilly 
summer,“ and a few of Edinburgh's 
citizens have suddenly discovered 
that the Corporation tramcars are too 
well ventilated. They say that they 
are suffering from all sorts-of com- 
plaints from neuralgia to pneumonia 
as a result of over-abundance of 
fresh alr In our tramears, 


I wonder if those people, who are 
so susceptible, as they. think, to 
draughts have ever visited a sana- 
torlum. If so, then they should 
understand why their Ictters. sound 
so unconvincing . to ex-patients of 
these institutions. 


In our sanatoria the windows are 
never closcd, by day or night, and 
there is no heating ut all. The 
patients are exposed to draughts the 
whole year round and—this 1s the 
remarkable fact—they seldom catch 
n cold. They thrive on fresh alr. 
Thelr lungs are weak, yet this’

sinning of thejr treatment many of 
them protest against the cold and 
draughty wards and declure that it 
will kilt them, and so on, very soon 
they become hardened: like the 
others, . They no Jonger worry about 
the open door or window, even in 
the dead of winter. A draught Is no 
longer regarded os such; ft is mercly 
a current of fresh alr which, even If 
{t is cold, is beneficial, 


And yet we find some people; pre- 
sumably normally healthy people, 
complaining ubout the open doors In 
our tramears In the month of July. 
Surely the conclusion must be that 
these people are guilty of coddling 
themselves jn their own homes. , No 
one suggests that the general public 
should try to Hve under sanatorlum 
conditions, but there Is no doubt tha} 
too little fresh air finds its way into 
our homes and offices, 


Warm In Bed 
It may not always be possible to 


have the windows of our -public 
rooms open as we would like, but

Too Much Coddling 


The lesson to be drawn from this 
seems obvious. It is that we do not 
catch cold from exposure, but fro! 
coddling. We may think we are dif- 
ferent from ‘other people, that we 
are peculfarly susceptible to draughts, 
and what sults sanatorium patients 
would never do for us. But that Is 
most unlikely. 


Sanatorium patients ore. not nes 
ives, They are people drawn 
their health, And though at the be- 
all classes who are trying to recover 


at least we could have our bedroom 
windows wide open even In the 
coldest of weather, - 


Sanatorium patients often sleep in 
a temperature below freezing point 
and they suffer no harm. This does 
not mean that we nécd be cold in 
bed. It fs Important that we should 
be warm In bed, and plenty of 
bedclothes and a hot water bottle 
should be used to ensure enough 
warmth in winter. But we must 
have plenty of alr circutnting {n tho 
room, and for this the window muat 
be open very wide, not merely ao 
couple of inches. 


We should also avold overheating 
our sitting-rooms, and in -overy way 
reslst the temptation to coddle our- 
selves, If we hardened ourselves in 
this way wo should not worry about 
a Ute freah ofr_in a tramcor.. We 
would ‘bo glad to havo It. .
